Expressing the hope that the 
truly guilty may be punished but 
the innocent ones who have no re- 
sponsibility for the war and have 


not committed any crime may be 
spared, the Pontiff’s letter con- 
cluded with the fervent wish that 
the Catholic Faith may avuil to 
placate hatred and evil passions, 
and the assurance to the Bishops 
that the Pope will do everything 
possible to lighten the sufferings 
of the German people 

Together with vhe expression of 
condolence on the death of Cardi- 
nal Adolph Bertram Archbishop of 
Breslau, the Holy Father’s letter 
recalled the persecutions suffered 
by the Church in Germany through 
the work of unbridled nationalism. 
which the Church had always con- 
demned. 

Referring to che heroic resist- 
ance offered by the German Bish- 
ops against nazism, with the con- 
sent of the greater part of the 
people, the Holy Father noted that

Pope Pius Asks Aid For 
Child Victims Of The War 


Vaticon City, Jan. 


6 — (Special) — His 


Holiness Pope Pius 


XI! today issued an Encyclical Letter addressed to all the Bishops of 
the world appealing for aid for war orphans and children made home- 


less by the’ recent conflict. 


The Encyclical was issued on the Feast 


of the Epiphany, which commemorates the visit of the Three Wise 
Men to the Infant Jesus, to Whom they brought gifts. 

His Holiness said that there are up to one million children who 
lack the necessities of life and are suffering from cold, hunger and 


disease. 


“On their behalf we order the Bishops everywhere to appoint 


collections and in general to exhort the faithful to come to the aid 


of these poor children.” 


His Holiness said that children must be healthy in order to avoid 
a “diseased and vicious” future generation. 


“All those living in wealth should remember that poverty, hunger 
and nakedness of children will accuse them implacably before Divine 
pity if their souls should not be moved,”’ the Holy Father said. 

Pope Pius praised the Church and other institutions which “‘res- 
cue children from the slavery of the devil and evil,”’ but added thot 
the present aid being extended is woefully inadequate in this frightful 


moment of history.

Emperor Admits 
He Isn‘t Divine 


State Shinto System 
Ends And Missionaries 
Get Greater Freedom

Tokyo, Jan. 7 —(NC)—(Radio) 
—When Emperor Hirohito publicly 
repudiated the “false conception 
that the Emperor is divine” in his 
New Year rescript, it heralded a 
new era of religious development 
for the Japanese people. 


His message climaxed 16 days 
of historic changes in the religious 
conditions of Japan, On December 
15, Gen, Douglas MacArthur issued 
his sweeping directive which for- 
bade all further governmental sup- 
port of the State Shinto system, 
ranging from minutely prescribed 
patriotie ceremonies to religious 
worship of the Emperor and nat- 
tional heroes. 


Jesuit Funds Are 
Freed In Japan 


Tokyo, Jan. 7——-(NC Radiogram) 
—In accordance .with the Supreme 
Allied Command's “‘policy of fost- 
ering religious activity in Japan,” 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur has or- 
dered the lifting of the freeze on 
funds of Jesuit missionaries of 
German netionality in Japan, thus 
facilitating the extension of work 
in the Hiroshima diocese and at 
the Catholic University of Tokyo. 


| Before drafting the directive, 
the Religious Division of General 
MacArthur’s headquarters consult- 
ed Christians and non-Christians, 
both Japanese and foreign. Among 
ithe Catholic experts were the Rev.

Slovak Students 
Win Strike; Keep 
Crucifix In School 


Prague, Jan. 7—(NC)—Energe- 
tic protests of “atholics in Slo- 
vakia against anti-religious mea- 
sures of school autkorities have 
had at least partial success. As a 
|result of their reoresentations the 
punishment of students at a junior 
college, who had gone on “strike” 
in protest against the removal of 
crucifixes from their classrooms, 
was revoked and their religion 
teacher, a priest, vas reinstated. 

The incident, reported by Nasi- 
nec, daily newspaner of the pro- 
Catholic Popular party. illustrates 
the radical influerces at work in 
some parts of Czechoslovakia, par- 
ticularly in Slovekia where the 
“autonomous” government, com- 
munist-dominated. is netoriously 
unrepresentative of the popula- 
tion. Eighty per cent of Slovaks 
are Catholics. Ilhey have been 
pressed into the defensive, mainly 
as the result of unjust accusations 
against their leaders. branding 
them as “collaborators” and de- 
priving them of their influence in 
public life. 

The “strike” against the removal 
of crucifixes occurred at the junior 
college of Levoca Slovakia. The 
students stayed away from school 
for two days after their demands 
for the return of the crucifixes had 
been rejected. The prest who 
taught religion was sruspended 
from .his duties and the students 
recevied bad conduct marks. All 
these measures have now been re- 
scinded. —

No Peace Without 
Christ Reigning 
In Men’s Hearts 


Happiness Root Of 
All Order; Sin Root 
Of World’s Disorder 


New York, Dec. 30 —(NC)— 
“It is an elementary thing to say 
that without the ultimate reign of 
Christ over men’s hearts and 
minds, there can be no peace; but 
sometimes elementary truths are 
so taken for granted that they 
slip into the back of our heads 
where they exercise no influence 
over. our lives,” the Rev. Robert 
Slavin, O.P., of the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, emphasized in 
an. address this evening on the 
Catholic Hour radio program. 


“Men may summon internation- 
al conferences, have a diplomatic 
meeting of minds, set down a work- 
ing basis for peace; but it is only 
through the virtues of wisdom, 
which orientates all their plans 
in agreement with the teachings 
of Christ, that it might be said of 
them: ‘Blessed are the peacemak- | 
ers for they shall be called the 
children of God,’” Father Slavin 
said. 

His address was the first of a 
series on the general theme “Hap- 
piness and Order.” The Catholic 
Hour is produced by the National 
Council of Catholic Men and bread- | 
cast by the National Broadcasting | 
Company. 


Asserting that the root of all 
order is happiness and the root 
of all disorder is sin, Father Slavin 
said that human happiness is a 
question of approaching God and 
ordering lives on the teachings of 
Christ. “We achieve our full or- 
der and stature not by living on 
the fringes of goodness but by 
striving to become @s good as we 
can,” he added. 


“Everyday experience,” Father 
Slavin continued, “cries attention 
to the fact that they seek happi- 
neSs in vain who in the quest lose 
their own souls. The thrill expect- 
ed from the wielding of power 
fails to materalize when there is 
no getting away from the con- 
sciousness of moral weakness. 
Money cannot compensate for the 
torturing realization that it was 
won by trampling others under. 
foot. Nothing can bring joy to the 
man who realizes that his life 
is a living lie. Happiness, like 
life, comes from within. Look in- 
to the soul of one who refuses to 
search and examine his inward in- 
tegrity. What will you find there? 
Hatred, jealousy, hypocrisy, false- 
hood, envy, lust. How can ten- 
ants like these live together in 
harmony? How can he who bids 
them enter live a peaceful life? 


“On the other hand, there is 
happiness in the heart of him who 
prizes a right conscience above 
public opinion, integrity over per- 
sonal gain, friendship with God 
over the sorrows that duot the road 
of life.

Lt. Joseph Reardon 
Freed After 3 Years 


Fort Wayne— Marine Corps Lt. 
Joseph J. Reardon, 35, and 20 years 
in service, is visiting relatives and 
friends in Fort Wayne, after hav- 
ing been released recently from 
three years of Japanese imprison- 
ment. In May 1942, word was re- 
ceived here that Lt. Reardon had 
been missing in action since the 
capitulation of the Manila Bay 
area, and in May of 1945, word 
came that he had been released 
from a Japanese prison camp in 
Guam. Before his capture by the 
Japanese, Lt. Reardon, commis- 
sioned in the Marine corps in 1942, 
served 65 months aboard the USS 
Houston, where, before his being 
listed as missing, he had last re- 
ported on duty as aid to the fleet 
Marine officer in the Pacific war 
zone. While aboard this ship he 
served in China in the Carribean 
and in the Philippines. He later 
served on Bataan and finally on 
Corregidor where he was badly 
wounded in action. 

He was twice commended for 
meritorius conduct in action and 
later was awarded the Silver Star 
for gallantry in action. Appro- 
ximately a dozen medals were re- 
ceived by Lt. Reardon who expects 
to be authorized and later award- 
ed the Philippines Congressional 
Medal. He is at present attached 
to the U. S. Naval Hospital at 
San Diego, Calif., undergoing 
treatment.

This region, though promising 
from a missionary point of view, on 
account of its inaccessibility had 
always been passed over for ter- 
ritory within easier reach of the 
mission center. {n response to an 
invitation from the Kachin village 
headmen, one of the missionaries, 
Father James Stuart, has already 
toured the area to decide on the 
best locations for mission centers. 


Whether the road will be allowed 
to relapse into the jungle or not, 
in any case it is hoped that it will 
have been instrumental in bringing 
the Faith to many who would not 


to receive it. Even though no 
great efforts may be made to pre- 
serve the road as a_ highway, 
enough of it may remain. im a 
passable condition to prove of great 
value to missionaries working in 
that part of Northern Burma.

Minimum Wages 


S. 1349, which would raise the 
legal minimum wage for workers 
in industries engaged in interstate 
commerce, has run into consider- 
able opposition. Among the op- 
ponents to the bill are those who 
fear that raising the legal mini- 
mum wage for workers in inter- 
state commerce will force a raising 
of the wage for workers engaged 
in intra-state commerce. E. 1349, 
of course, leaves to @he states the 
passage of good state minimum 
wage laws. See The Bishop’s Pro- 
gram of Social Reconstruction on 
this point. 

Hospital Construction 


The Hospital Construction bill, 
S. 191, authorizing an appropria- 
tion of five million dollars to sur- 
vey the hospital needs in the states, 
and an appropriation of seventy- 
five million dollars for the con- 
struction of hospitals has been re- 
ported favorably by the Senate 
Committee on Education and Labor. 
It will probably come up for action 
on the floor of the Senate in the 
very near future. Catholic hospi- 
tal officials have shown great in- 
terest in this legislation.

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Only Restoring Of Christian 
Home Can Save Civilization, 
Catholic Hour Speaker Says 


New York, Jan. 6—(NC)—Newspapers, magazines and 
lecturers today are reechoing the thought that the present 
world crisis is the result of a decay in morals, the Rev. Robert 
Slavin, O.P., of the Catholic University of America, told 
listeners on the Catholic Hour radio program this evening. 

The Catholic Hour is produced by the National Council 


of Catholic men and broadcast by* 


the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany. Father Slavin’s discourse, 
“Order in Family Life,” was the 
second in a series on “Happiness 
and Order.” 

“Some with all the technique of 
the clinical laboratory,” he said, 
’ “seek the causes of this mora] de- 
cay. Others, with equal zeal for 
the common good, seek a remedy 
in more stringent laws, in revamp- 
ing our educational system, in the 
establishment of social agencies 
and the like. Christ came on earth 


with a great message and gave His 
life in teaching us how to live. 
The Vicar of Christ on earth, Pope 
Pius XII, continues that message 
and those teachings. Christ’s mes- 
sage was one peace.” 

“The Holy Father,” Father Slav- 
in continued, “in his plan for peace, 
finds the solution for our moral de- 
cay in the integration of all hu- 
man rights within a social system 
based on the family. The pivot of 
morality is persona] responsibility 
to God, to neighbor, to oneself— 
and the center of this morality 
must be the Christian home. The 
Church has had long experience 
with human vagaries and it knows 
that morality is rooted in the home. 
In the home are found the seeds 
of virtue which love has planted. 
How can anyone expect a return 
to morality without a constant nur- 
turing of these seeds in the fam- 
ily? How can there be any seeds 
to nurture without love.”

It should be of interest to those 
who insist that Soviet Russia 
guarantees religious freedom un- 


der its constitution, that this man) 


has put the religious situation in 
a very forceful way. He admits 
that the constitution of “Soviet 
Lithuania” does contain a provis- 
jon guaranteeing religious free- 
dom, 
out, the constitution is “‘merely a 
copy of the constitutions of the 
Soviet republics;” it guarantees 
freedom of anti-religion propa- 
ganda, and, as it works out, re- 
ligion gets no encouragement from 
the regime, while § anti-religion 
does. 


“Indeed, religious freedom un- 
der the Soviets,” he says, “may be 
compared to a plant which has 
freedom to grow under the most 
adverse conditions—set out in a 
cold climate, blown about by cold 
winds, getting no sunlight, never 
having the ground watered or fer- 
tilized. Since the plant does not 
wither away immediately, it is said 
to have ‘freedom to exist.’ But 
the question is: How long can it 
remain alive?” 


Again, this man testifies, when 
there was a wave of church prop- 
erty confiscation, closure of mon- 
asteries and convents, abolition of 
the oath in courts of law, elimina- 
tion of religious teaching from the 
schools, a Lithuanian Bishop—in

A Correction 


Dear Friends: 


Our issue of September 23 con- 
tained an article directing atten- 
tion to several highly indulgenced 
aspirations; and it was suggested 
how these aspirations might be 
used to form a chaplet in honor 
The Domi- 
nican, Crosier, and Apostolic in- 
dulgences were also mentioned. A 
note at the end of the article (add- 
ed in a hurry) concerned the spec- 
ial Rosary indulgence which the 
members of the Confraternity of 
the Holy Rosary can gain, by de- 


voutly saying the Holy N.me of 


Jesus in each Hail Mary; which 
amounts to 5 years and 5 quaran- 
tines, each time. This was follow- 
ed by a summing up: “2,025 days 
However, that is the 
number of days’ indulgences for 
saying the Holy Name in one Hail 
Mary—not in fifty. Consequently, 
what followed upon that was in- 
correct. 

For a member of the Rosary 
Confraternity, when using beads 
that have received the Dominican, 
Crosier, and Apostolic blessings, 
the indulgences of the Rosary are 
slightly more than the number of 
days’ indulgence than can be gain- 
ed by saying the suggested aspi- 
rations to the Holy Family. How- 
ever, these aspirations can be said 
two or three times during the time 
it would take to say the Rosary 
once. 

The suggested Holy Family 
chaplet was not meant to sup- 
plant but to supplement the Ro- 
sary, which ought to be said fre- 
quently, even if no indulgences’ 


ithe indulgences of the Dominican 


went with it. In order to gain 
Rosary, one must say at least one 
decade at a tim: and five decades 
during a day. On the other hand, 
one may say the Holy Family as- 
pirations as often or as seldom 
as one pleases, and always gain 
the indulgences. Say these as- 
pirations at odd moments, as time 
and circumstances permit; they 
are as follows: “Jesus, Mary, Jo- 
seph.” “Jesus, Mary, and Joseph, 
I give you my heart and my soul.” 
“Jesus, Mary, and Joseph, assist 
me in my last agony.” “Jesus, 
Mary, and Joseph, may I breathe 
forth my soul in peace with you.”

In Spain’s Offer Of Hospitality 
For 50,000 Victims Of World Wai

Madrid, Jan. 7—(NC)—In con-* 


nection with the offer of the Span- 
ish Government to grant hospital- 
ity to 50,000 children fiom war- 
ravaged countries it hss become 
known here that plans are under 
way to organize an expedition 
comprising 2,000 Jewisk children 
to Barcelona and Valencia. 


“We will never ferget the hu- 
manitarian gesture of generous 
Spain, by which we have con- 
tracted a heavy debt of grati- 
tude,” said Isaac Weissmann, a 
member of the Jewish World Com 
gress, who recently visited Spain 
and submitted definite proposals 
for the aid project. It was also an- 
nounced that the Government au- 
thorized reopening of a synagogue 
at Barcelona, thus permitting resi- 
dent Jews to hoid their religious 
services. Four Protestant chapels 
are functioning ir Madrid. 

Many expressions of gratitude 
have been received from war- 
stricken countries whose children 
would benefit from the relief offer. 
The offer of the Spanish Govern- 
ment was first submitted to the 
United States, Great Eritain and 
France last November These na- 
tions, expressing thanks for the 
offer, advised the Spanish authori- 
ties to present it direct tc the in- 
terested countries and to interna- 
tional relief’ organizations. 


The Spanish offer was then 
transmitted to the. International! 
Red Cross, UNRRA, and to the 
International Union fer Assistance 
to Children at Geneva. Following 
receipt of appeals from Polish and 
Hungarian organizations. the Span- 
ish Cabinet then adopted a pro- 
posal of the Foreign Minister to 
grant hospitality to 2,00C Jewish 
children from Central Europe. 

Religious communities working 
in Austria and Italy on behalf of 
Croat and Slovene refugee children 
from territories at present occupied 
by the Tito regime in Yugoslavia 
are also interested in taking ad- 
vantage of the Spanish offer. 
Count Gabor Bethlen, a Hungarian 
diplomat, who is resident of the 
welfare society for expatriated 
Hungarians, is now in Spain to 
negotiate the inelusion of Hungar- 
ian children in the reljef plans. 

Difficulties in the various na- 
tions, resulting from the war, have 
so far delayed the arriva! of chil- 
dren in Spain, although all facili- 
ties have been .made available by 
the. Spanish Government. These 
difficulties are further increased by 
the fact that neutral nations, like 
Spain, are not represented in the 
war-stricken countries, thus im- 
peding speedy arrangements. 

Countless offers have been re- 
ceived from individuals and Span- 
ish organizations to grant hospi- 
tality to children from war-strick- 
en countries and to further the 
humanitarian pro‘ect of the Span- 
ish Government.

Rabbi Tells How 
Assist Monastery 
Assisted The Jews 


New York, Jan. 7 —(NC)—"In 
the very monastery founded by St. 
Francis of Assisi, Jews worshiped 
in their own synagogue, built in 
the basement. 

This was disclosed by Reuben 
B. Resnik, Italian director of the 
American Jewish Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee, in describing to 
American newspapermen here the 
aid given by Italian Catholics to 
Jews during the nazi occupation. 

“While Catholics worshipped 
overhead,” he said, “they knew 
that beneath them their fellow 
human beings, victims of nazi op- 
pression, were also praying. The 
Jew's own religious items had been 
kept safe in the monastery at As- 
SiS!i, 

From Cardinals to parish priests, 
the Italian clergy befriended the 
persecuted Jews, the relief direct- 
or stated, and thousands owe their 
very lives to this help. Jewish 
men, women and children were 
hidden in convents, asylums for 
the mentally ill, and homes for 
the poor and the aged. Mr, Res- 
nik said that Italian Catholics 
gave Jews false identity and ra- 
tion cards, and other papers, to 
enable them to survive the occu- 
pation period. 


Bishop Exhorts 
Luxembourgers To 
‘Rebuild Basilica 


Luxembourg, Jan. 7.—(NC)— 
“Echternach must not die.” With 
these words Bishop Joseph Philip- 
pe of Luxembourg exhorts 
countrymen to save the ruins of 
St. Willibrord Basilita, destroyed 
by the Germans more than a year 
ago, and to rebuild the famous 
Shrine which harbors the remains 
of St. Willibrord, an English Saint 
who became the apostle of Fries- 
land and died at Echternach in 739 
as Abbot of a Benedictine Monas- 
tery. 

Fortunately, 
Saint and his tunic were saved, but 
most of the ancient art treasures, 
carefully preserved through many 
centuries, have been lost. More 
than one half of the oldest parts 
of the Basilica, dating back to the 
eleventh century, are now a heap 
of rubble. The ruins are still ex- 
posed to the rigors of the winter 
weather, which threatens the re- 
maining ancient monuments that 
had escaped the fury of war.

But Christ came particularly to 
save sinners not only by paying 
the ransom for all mankind, but 
to provide Sacramental means for 
the forgiveness of the individual 
sinner. “Thy sins are forgiven 
thee,” said He t» the paralytic 
whom He also cured physically; 
“many sins are iorgiven her be- 
cause she loved much,” He said 
about Magdalen to His critics; 
“this day thou shall be with Me 


in paradise,” He addressed to the 


thief on the cross. 


Did His enemies not charge 
Him with being a “friend of sin- 
because He mingled with 
them, ate with them—of course,

Did He not say that His chief 


mission on earth was to deal with 


sinners, “I am not come to call 
the righteous, but sinners” (Matt. 


IX, 13)? 


What is the clear lesson taught 
by Jesus in His parable of the 
Lost Sheep, the Lost Drachma, 
The Prodigal Son, the Cood Sa- 
maritan, but that God will receive 
with kindness and love every re- 


pentant sinner? 


In the prayer that Christ taught 
the Apostles, and which all of us 
love to say daily, we implore God 
“forgive us our trespasses as we 
forgive those who trespass against 
us.” Understand we pray that way 
at Christ’s own direction. The 
words imply that God is ready to 
forgive us our trespasses, or our 
sins, but wants us to show the 
same mercy and forgiveress, to 
those who have offended us. It 
were, of course, inconsistent for 
us to carry revenge and a spirit 
of unforgiveness in our hearts to- 
wards others, while we beseech 
God to forgive us: The words 
“Forgive and you will be forgiven,” 
cuntain not only a request but a 
promise. It should be a _ thous- 
and times easier for us to forgive 
a fellowman, or one of our equals, 
than for God, infinitely above us 
and One to Whom we owe absolute 
allegience, to condescen to for- 


give us, yet He does that.

Costa Rica has a little over half 
a million people. Nevertheless its 


; social order is extremely advanced 
|and reveals one of the most sig- 


nificant facts in the present tug- 
ging and pulling between leftist 
extremism and Christian principles; 
namely, that the latter can inevit- 
ably come out on top if there is 
initiative, verve, audacity and a 
willingness to take chances. Costa 
Rica is blessed with am extraor- 
dinary prelate, Archbishop Victor 
Sanabria of San Jose. He has 
managed to eliminate communism 
completely from the country by the 
simple expedient of beating the 
communists to the punch. There is 
nothing stuffy, timid or academic 
about Catholic social action in 
Costa Rica. Catholic workers have 
entered the unions that have been 
formed under the name of Rerum 
Novarum. 


There is Uruguay, inthe far 
south of the continent, with its 
progressive and well organized po- 
litical group known as the Civic 
Union, whose principles are en- 
tirely in accord with the teachings 
of the Encyclicals. In Chile, a new 
group has arisen to seek for the 
solution of the acute social and 
economic problems of the country 
in Christian terms. 

In Ecuador where social prob- 
lems must be viewed in the light 
of the tremendous Indian majority. 
there are important elements of 
progress. One of the Ecuadorean 
delegates to the Seminar, Father 
Arsenio Torres, of Imarra in the 
northern part of the republic, has 
published two books on labor and 
related problems and has managed 
to bring Catholic workers together 
into unions inspired in the precepts 
of the Encyclicals. 

Argentina sent two younger men 
who have been connected with the 
notable “Catholic culture courses” 
in Buenos Aires. The Argentine 
capital is today the leading pub- 
lishing center of the Spanish- 
speaking world. The number of 
Catholic publishing houses is as- 
tonishingly large and the volume 
of books and studies that pour from 
their presses is probably greater 
than the number of similar Cath- 
olic publications in the United 
States. Moreover, Buenos Aires has 
developed a Catholic life of a cos- 
mopolitan type, adapted to the 
needs and requirements of the 
great urban center. It is more 
sophisticated, more intellectualized, 
perhaps, than elsewhere, but it is 
an important indication of activity 
and achievement. | 

From small Catholic communities 
like Jamaica, where the number of 
Catholics does not run much be- 
yond 70,000, and American mis- 
sionaries are in charge, there is 
a lesson to be learned. The devel- 
opment of cooperatives in Jamaica 
is one of the interesting and impor- 
tant advances made in the social 
field in that British colony. In 
Trinidad the cooperative movement 
has begun to. take root and to 
show what can be done in places 
where Catholics are a minority and 
are faced with elements out of 
touch with the teachings of the

More 
than that, the progress and tri- 
umph of the Church in this im- 
portant field demands that we 
think in terms of the twentieth 
century. This is an international 
age in every sense of the word. Our 
foreign relations are affected by 
events in Azerbaijan or in Turke- 
stan. The future of *the Church 
and the defeat of the tendencies 
that are’ anti-Catholic and totali- 
tarian, demand that we function 
on precisely the same plane. 


The Seminar is an excellent omen 
of that trend. It means that some- 
thing is set in motion; that priests 
and laymen from all over the hemi- 
sphere meet and talk and know 
each other. They cannot but de- 
part strengthened in the conviction 
that the fight is eminently worth 
while.

Pope’s Letter To German Bishops 
Sets Course For Their Country's 
Salvation And For Happier Times

that neither Bistops nor priests 
will permit themselves to be op- 
pressed by presen‘ evils. but will 
rather remember that with the help 
of God they can find the path to 
better times. 

The difficulties are. no doubt, en- 
ormous, the Pontiff wrote, because 
the war has destroyed many 
church buildings, but he declared, 
one must hope that these edifices 
will again rise from the ruins, thus 
making it possible again for pas- 
tors to exercise their spiritual 
work. 


The history of Germany teaches, 
the Pope told the Bishops, that 
such grave difficulties can be over- 
come, as the German people are 
noted for their integrity. their mor- 
als, unfailing lab_r and tenacious 
will power. 

“If your fatherland,” the letter 
declared, “which is today disturbed 
by so many afflictions, will be cap- 
able of embracing the peace, char- 
ity and humility that is derived 
from the Gospel—whethe: in pub- 
lic or in private life— it will be able 
to find its true salvation and reach 
happier times.” 

In order to bring this about, the 
letter continued, the Catholic press, 
the unions of Catholic workers and 
Catholic schools should be revived 
in Germany’s best traditions of the 
past.

Regarding education of youth 
the letter reaffirmed the primary 
rights of parents in this field and 
emphasized the necessity of Catho- 
lie schools. 

In the last part of his letter the 
Pope expressed condolence over 
the great losses suffered by Ger- 
many and directed a special mes- 
sage to the inhabitants of Berlin 
and Germany’s eastern provinces. 

“We have known, in fact, their 
most sorrowful fate” the Pope 
wrote, “and we can see, almost 
with Our own eyes. the terrible 
and vast ruins which war in its 
last phases brought to those flour- 
ishing provinces, cities and areas. 
With you We lament. above all, the 
base injuries and misadventures 
which German women and girls 
have had to suffer.” 


The Pope then turned his 
thoughts toward those who have 
been evicted from their homes and 
implored mercy for them. He re- 
called that during past months he 
had always striven and allowed no 


opportunity to pass in his efforts

Few Protest As 
Emperor Admits

Without demur, the Imperial 
Japanese Government issued the 
decree, bringing the full impact 
of the General’s directive before 
the people. 


Much more significant than the 
order itself is the total absence, 
thus far, of any popular protest 
or demonstration by Shinto devo- 
tees against the directive. 

The MacArthur ban hit the the- 
ory of giving superiority to the 
Emperor “because of ancestry, de- 
scent or special origin,” but the 
Emperor’s New Year message still 
is More explicit in calling the the- 
ory of his “divine” origin false. 


While it presently is too soon 
to state that there is no hidden 
resentment stirring beneath the 
surface as a result of these ex- 
traordinary moves, the tack of 
public objection seems unique in 
the history of nation-wide religious 
changes. State Shintoism, so far, 
shows no sign of having martyrs. 


Though they could accept some 
ceremonies of State Shintoism as 
merely civil patriotic observances, 
Catholics in Japan obviously sigh 
with relief as 75 years of haras- 
sing pressure are ended and the 
Emperor himself explodes the myth 
of his “divinity.” Both priests 
and people, in the past, have served 
terms in prison for denying the 
“divine” myth. 


The Emperor’s message, while 
deploring radical tendencies, the 
weakening of the moral sense and 
the mental confusion evident in 
defeated Japan, seeks to base the 
future on regard for popular 
rights. The Emperor has stated: 
“We stand by the people, the ties 
between them and: us do not de- 
pend on legends and myths,

brought back into’ public school 
education, chiefly to check the 
trend towards a moral laxity. 

In practically every city now 
children are released from public 
schools one period every week in 
order to receive religious in- 
struction. But that religious in- 
struction should have been im- 
parted by parents even before 
the child started to school. 

Catholic parents should pre- 
pare the way for the entry of 
their children into the parochial 
school. These should come with 
a knowledge of their prayers and 
after having already been initia- 
ted into spiritual practice. But 
it must be remembered that one- 
half of all Catholie children in 
the United States are in public 
schools where they receive abso- 
lutely no religious instruction, 
where they live in a purely pagan 
atmosphere. Parents of such 
children are particularly obli- 
gated not only to train the child 
religiously and spiritually from 
the time it is able to understand 
language, but they are obliged, 
during its elementary and hgh 
school days, to teach them the 
Catechism and to send them to 
whatever classes are arranged by 
the pastor. 

Every Catholie family, as a 
family, should try to influence 
the non-Catholic family next 
door, not necessarily hy. discus- 
sing religion, but by showing 
those members that a home can 
be truly Christian and that its 
every member can be made hap- 
py by following Christian ideals.
